Students 


A proposal by the student body 
representatives of the three high 
schools in the Placentia Unified 
School District, that board trustees 
provide smoking areas on the 
campuses, received a polite hearing 
Monday night. 

The board took no formal action 
but recommended to PUSD staff that 
surveys be conducted immediately 
to ascertain parental and teacher 
attitudes on the suggestion. 

Parents, speaking informally from 
the audience at the Monday night 


meeting, spoke out unanimously 
against the move. Other indications 
of how parents might feel were 
revealed by Superintendent of 
Schools John O. Tynes, brought into 
the discussion by Trustee Salvador 
Zavala, who appeared to favor a trial 
run of the proposition. 

Superintendent Tynes told the 
board: ‘‘I would like to just say that 
there is one thing that you have to 
bear in mind and that is that we have 
a great responsibility to those people 
who pay the bills. 


Request Smokin 


‘We have never had as many calls 
on any subject as we have since the 
editorial came out on this.’’ (The 
Star and Courier carried a Letter to 
the Editor from one of the three 
student body presidents, favoring: 
the action.) ‘‘And at this time, out of 
over 200 responses that we have 
had, it is running 52 to 2, against. 

“I would not make a recommen- 
dation in the face of those odds. It’s a 
problem. In no way would I 
recommend this at this time. We as 
school people have to be responsive 


to the public.’’ 

The proposal made by the student 
body presidents of Esperanza, El 
Dorado and Valencia High Schools, 
follows student action taken over a 
year ago on behalf of the Open 
Campus, accorded by the trustees 
on a trial basis and later 
confirmed...This now allows stu- 
dents to leave their campuses at 
noon time. 

The latest campaign by high 
school student bodies, is the 
presented proposal that smoking 


areas be designated at the three 
schools. The students asked for ‘‘a 
trial period of one semester’’ which 
would run roughly the second 
semester of the 1975-76 school year. 

Trustee John Balducci objected to 
the timing feeling that students who 
participated in the trial might have 
graduated and would not be 
available the following year to report 
on the outcome of the experiment. 

No official action was taken on the 
request by the board, but Dr. 
William Yates, PUSD Board

President, said he expected the 

board would be discussing the 

matter again ‘‘early next year.”’ 
Of the five trustees, Dr. Yates was 


* the only one to state a strong status 


quo position as to the student-spon- 
sored proposal. 

“I would like to point out a few 
things,’’ Dr. Yates began. ‘“‘We 
have a current policy against 
smoking. Where it says that drugs 
are passed and marijuana smoked, 
(mentioned in the student proposal

Water District Improvements 


Ralph Shook, general manager of 
the Yorba Linda County Water 
District, announced this week 
completion of the last segment of a 
new trunk sewage line on Palm 
Drive between the Carbon Creek 
Channel and Valencia Street. 

Completion of the 5,000 foot long 
system by Orange County Sanitation 
District No. 2 means the water 
disrict can now abandon its old lift 
station, Shook said. 

The station was installed 12 years 
ago as a temporary facility to pump 
sewage from low lying areas to the 
sanitation district’s trunk line on 
Valencia. 

By abandoning the lift station, 


Shook said, the water district will 
save more than $4,000 a year in 
power, operation and maintenance 
costs. 

The district is in the process of 
installing a new natural gas- 
operated engine at its No. 11 well at 
the south end of Richfield Road. 

Shook said the new engine will 
replace a 200 horsepower electric 
motor used to pump water from the 
weil into the District’s main water 
distribution system. 

He said the power savings alone 
will pay for the new engine in two or 
three years because of lower energy 
costs. Completion date for the 
project is early December. 


Accident 
Toll Rises 


Imperial Highway, scene of a 
spectacular three-car collision five 
days earlier, Monday last week 
claimed still more victims in two 
closely spaced accidents. 

About 4:50 that afternoon, Helen 
M. Perez, 37, of Walnut, while 
driving west on Imperial struck a 
vehicle operated by Rodney B. 
Hamilton, 18, of 4051 La Concetta, 
Yorba Linda. Hamilton was 
attempting to cross Imperial 
northbound at Valley View. 

Perez told police that she was 
unable to stop when Hamilton pulled 
out in front of her. Hamilton 
explained that his engine died as he 
was crossing the highway and he 
was then unable to clear the 
intersection. 

Perez, who complained of pain in 
her left arm, said that she would 
seek private medical aid. 

Fifteen minutes later, the car of 
Marjorie Mead, 48, 4661 Wood- 
haven, Yorba Linda, while stopped 
on Imperial westbound waiting to 
make a left turn onto southbound 
Casa Loma, was rear-ended by a 
vehicle driven by Benjamin M. 
Selover, 87, 17131 Orange Dr., 
Yorba Linda, also westbound on 
Imperial. 

Selover was taken to Placentia 
Linda Hospital for treatment of a cut 
lip. Both cars were towed away. 


Parks-Recreation Commission 


The establishment of a Parks and 
Recreation Commission for Yorba 
Linda has been approved unani- 
mously by the City Council. 

Second reading of an ordinance 
establishing the commission took 
place at the November 17 meeting. 

Five members will be appointed 
by the City Council to serve four year 
terms. However, two of the first 
appointees will serve only two year 
terms through 1976 and 1977. The 
other three will serve until January 
1, 1980. 

The commission will include the 
Parks and Recreation Director and 
other persons as council deems

necessary as ex-officio members to 
assist the commission in their 
deliberations. 

Commission members must be 
legal residents of Yorba Linda and 
shall serve without compensation. 
Thé members will elect a chairman 
and vice chairman. The director will 
be the secretary. 

Meetings will be held at least once 
a month at a time that will allow the 
greatest public input. 

The commission will act in an 
advisory capacity to the council, the 
city manager and the department in 
all matters pertaining to parks and 
public recreation. 

It will also cooperate with other 
governmental agencies and civic 
groups in the advancement of sound 
park and recreation planning and 
programming. 

Formulation of policy recommen- 
dations on recreation services, 
conferring with the city manager on 
various park and_ recreation 


problems, programs and services; 
recommending standards on organi- 
zation areas and facilities, programs 
and financial support are among the 
functions and responsibilities of the 
commission. 

Scheduling the use of city 
facilities, interpreting policies and 
functions of the department to the 
public, acting as advisors on annual 
budget preparation and a long range 
recreation capital improvements 
program are other duties. 

Assistance on the General Plan 
recreation element in the areas of 
natural reservations, parks, park- 
ways, trails, playgrounds and other 
recreation areas are additional 
commission duties. 

When deemed necessary the 
commission can hold public 
hearings with respect to its 
deliberations on a particular matter 
or matters which would be 
substantially aided by the presenta- 
tion of testimony from Incal citizenc

At publication deadline on 
Tuesday four possible candidates 
for the March 2 City Council election 
had taken out nomination papers. 

In order they were Irwin Fried, a 
member of the Yorba Linda 
Planning Commission; Jack H. 
Reid, a sales executive, Kenneth C. 
Hoyt, a Rosary High School 
(Fullerton) teacher and George E. 
Matthews, 20092 Fernglen Dr., who 
listed his occupation as teacher. 

Three council seats are up for 
election in 1976. One person now in 
office, Rudy Castro, has announced 
that he will not be a candidate for 
relection. 

Mayor Carolyn Ewing and 
Councilman Dale Chaput are the 
other two whose terms expire. 
Neither have stated their intentions 
as yet, although it is generally 
believed both will be in the contest. 

Fried was the first in line when 
City Hall opened on December 4th, 
the first day to take out papers. The 
43 year old resident who lives at 
1979S Burleigh Drive, recently 
passed the State Bar examination 
and listed his occupation as 
attorney. 

He has lived here for seven years 
and has been active in the 
community. In addition to a four 
year term on the Planning 
Commission (chairman in 1974) 
Fried is vice president of the Friends 
of the Library, chairman of the 
Bicentennial Bike-A-Thon, vice 
president of the Lynridge Home- 
owners Association and an alternate 
member at large of the Orange 
County Airport Land Use Commis- 
sion. Reid lives at 3649 Lakegrove 
Drive. Hoyt lives at 18285 Yorba 
Linda Blvd. 

Although no specific names have 
been mentioned there has been 
considerable conjecture that the 
field will be a large one by the time 
nomination papers have to be filed. 
Deadline is no later than S p.m. on 
December 24. 

To be eligible to hold office as a 
member of the City Council, one 
must be an elector of the city at the 
time of assuming office and be a 
registered voter in the city at the 
time nomination papers are issued. 

There is no charge for filing 
nomination papers; however, can- 
didates wishing to file a ‘‘Statement 
of Qualifations’’ for inclusion in the 
Sample Ballot will be charged for 
printing such a statement.

as going on in rest rooms;, I would 
like to look at that with concern, as to 
its existence now and the magnitude 
of its existence.’’ 

‘I would like to see the level of 
that activity researched and dwelt on 
by every facet of our staff we can 
bring to bear against that 
problem...with much haste.’’ 

‘The matter of tacit approval of 
smoking by setting up smoking 
areas?...Our policy right now is 
against smoking. There is no 
question as to whether we condone 
smoking on campus in that policy. I 
think it’s clear that we do not. A 
policy that allows an area for 
smoking? I don’t think there is any 
question about that being a policy 
that would condone smoking on 
campus.”’ 

Trustee Jean Pappas stated: ‘‘I 
find it a little incongruous that we 
are living in a society where more 
and more places are banning 
smoking and that here we would be 
relaxing the ban. And I feel very 
uneasy with that.’’ 

Trustee Zavala stated: ‘‘I would 
like to support the decision that most 
of the students have submitted for 
us. For too many years nothing has 
been done. More and more places 
are not permitted to smoke. I myself 
am a nonsmoker.”’ 

“I can understand the proposal 
the students have submitted 
because it is for a trial period. We 
cannot find out whether it will work 
or not work if we can’t try it. The one 
feature that I like about this proposal 
is the fact that you are going to 
involve parents.’’ (Parental permis- 
sion was a part of the proposal.) 

Trustee John Balducci added: ‘‘I 
line up with Sal. That is the way it 
is.’ But Mrs. Pappas warned: ‘‘I 
don’t think we should line up yet. 
There should be surveys of the 
parents and of the community. And 
reaction from the teachers. Until we 
have that I’m not ready to vote.’’ 

The proposal was presented by 
Ken Sawa, Associated Student Body 
president of Esperanza High School; 
Gloria First, Valencia High School 
president and Caryn Clark, El 
Dorado president. 

The three page document said it 


was based on the legislative decision 
SB 171, presented by Senator Arlen 
Gregario and signed by Governor 
Edmund Brown. The paper stated: 
*‘We feel that students attending 
Esperanza, Valencia and El Dorado 
High Schools should have the option 
to use a smoking area established on 
campus, with parental permission 
required.”’ 

The proposal continues: ‘‘With a 
smoking area established, congre- 
gations formed by smokers within 
the restrooms and locker areas will 
be eliminated. The problems linked 
with the large groups of smokers will 
also be eliminated such as 
vandalism, harassment and smoke 
filled air.’’ 

It also was pointed out in the 
proposal that although it is against 
the law for anyone to sell tobacco to 
minors, it is not against the law for 
students to buy or possess smoking 
tobacco and purchasing a pack of 
cigarettes from a vending machine is 
legal. 

The speakers estimated that 
approximately 25 per cent of 
students on the three campuses 
smoke and a minority of student 
spokesmen talked against the 
written proposal. 

Trustee John Press stated: ‘‘I’m 
sure the students can appreciate 
what a difficult and sensitive issue 
this is since they have some pretty 
substantial disagreement among 
themselves. I really don’t know how 
I feel on this subject right now. It’s 
going to be a difficult one on which to 
make a decision. We'll have to do 
what we can to get a broader 
statement of public opinion on this 
issue. That is our job, to be 
representative of public opinion and 
not simply expressing our own 
personal points of view.’’ 

Also in the proposal was a 
condition that students using the 
smoking area would submit to some 
kind of anti-smoking presentations 
and course material.

Changes In Code 


Ravel Election 


Acting on the recommendations of 
election suppliers and the County 
Voter Registration Office, the Yorba 
Linda City Council has taken actions 
regarding the campaign statements 
for City Council candidates in the 
March 2, 1976 General Municipal 
Election. 

The statements of policy were 
evolved by the city staff as a result of 
numerous amendments recently 
approved to the State Election Code 
as it effects cities. 

In a report to the council City 

/Administrator Art Simonian said 
that one change ‘‘having the most 
impact relates to the requirement 
that the ballot, all instructions and 
statements of qualifications be 
translated into Spanish.’’ 

Two code changes relate to charge 
to candidates filing Statements of 
Qualification. One is that the city can 
no longer require a deposit to cover 
the handling charges but may only 
bill the candidate for the actual cost 
after services are completed. 

The second change is that the 
council may allow the number of 
words in the statement to be 
increased from 200 to 400. 

Still another election code change 
allows cities to mail campaign 
materials for individual candidates 
with the Sample Ballots, subject to 
reimbursement by the candidate. 

With reference to the Spanish 
translations, it will be, Simonian 
noted, the responsibility of the City 
Clerk’s office to obtain said 
translations. The elections code 
sets forth various requirements 


relating to who is authorized tc 
submit translations. 

According to Simonian’s report, it 
is anticipated that a member of a 
local high school staff will perform 
the translations for the city. 

After reading the report and 
listening to comments the council 
approved specific recommendations 
that: 

Require that all candidates filing a 
Statement of Qualifications pay the 
actual costs incurred for both 
English and Spanish translations; 

Limit the maximum number of 
words in the statement to 200; 

Establish a policy that candidates 
may not have other campaign 
materials inserted in the Sample 
Ballots, other than statements of 
qualification. 

Council also authorized the Yorba 
Linda School District and the 
Fullerton Union High School District 
to consolidate their revenue increase 
measures onto the ballot for the 
city’s General Municipal Election. 

Both school districts are planning 
such elections and requested 
consolidation of the measures on the 
ballot. However, neither district has 
actually taken official action on 
calling an election. 

The requests were necessary 
because there is an Education Code 
requirement that such consolidation 
be approved no latter than 80 days 
prior to the election. The districts, if 
they call elections (Yorba Linda 
District is expected to at tomorrow 
(Thursday) night’s meeting) will 
share in the costs. 


All Out Effort To 
Save Bradford Home 


An all-out last minute campaign to 
save the Bradford House, will be 
launched in the coming week by 
organizations and individuals who 
are banding together in the 
extensive effort. 

The house, the home of the 
founder and architect of the city of 
Placentia, Albert Sumner Bradford, 
is located on Palm Drive between 
Bradford Avenue and Kraemer 
Boulevard. 

The two-story green stucture has 
been the object of a drive by the, 
Placentia Founders Society to 
preserve it and bring it up to code, as 
a Heritage Home for the city. 

The current activities on behalf of 
the home include a campaign of 
newspaper advertising with an 
appeal to the public on behalf of the 
house. Also, a _ luncheon at 
Rembrandt’s Restaurant at which 
the Founders Society members will 
host civic leaders and business men, 
who will be asked to make pledges. 

Joining with members of the 
Founders Society is the board of the 
Placentia Art Association, which is 
now eyeing the home as a Placentia 
Cultural Arts Center. This latter 
development would include turning 
the homestead into a changing art 
gallery as well as a showcase as a 
Heritage Home. 

Mrs. Beverly Lunger, president of 
the Placentia Art Association, said 
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this week that her board had 
discussed the practicality of using 
the stately home for constantly 
changing art exhibits. In connection 
with this use, the group envisions 
the city employing a cultural arts 
coordinator, who would function 
from an office in the Bradford House 
and operate it as an art gallery. 


Members of the Founders Society 
said this week that they consider the 
6,000 square foot home a $156,000 
asset, which should not be 
destroyed. The city, which received 
the house and 2% acres of ground 
around it as a gift from Bradford 
heirs, are in the process of 
determining its fate. 


Currently on file are two plans for 
development of the acreage into 
Bradford Park either with or without 
the home and the city’s Recreation 
and Parks Commission recently 
approved the passive park plans 
without the house. 


The city council has allowed the 
Founders Society members until the 
first of the year to raise sufficient 
funds to bring the house up to code, 
expected to be a_ considerable 
expense, in the neighborhood : of 
$60,000.
